Antipoverty Voting 
Due To Start Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
crucial voting on amendments to 
President Johnson’s antipoverty 
bill is expected to begin today 
in the House Education and La­ 
bor Committee. 
Democratic members of the 
committee have been meeting in 
caucus for a week to iron out 
their position on a series of 
amendments. They are reported 
in full agreement on all but one. 
The one area of discord centers 
in the role parochial schools 
and agencies should play in the 
local administration of the pro­ 
gram. 
Activities begin today with a 
meeting of the committee’s spe­ 
cial subcommittee on poverty. 
It is expected to approve the 
bill and send it to the full com­ 
mittee, which then will consider 
the series of amendments. 
Republicans have complained 
loudly over the Democratic cau­ 
cus meetings. They have cried 
♦‘lockout” and “partisanship.” 
The committee’s ranking Re­ 
publican, Rep. Peter H. B. Fre- 
linghuysen of New Jersey, has 
expressed fears about an at­ 
tempted 
steamroller 
by 
the 
Democrats. 
“We hope we will not be faced 
with the proposition of making 
immediate decisions,” Freling- 
huysen said Monday and added: 
“We’re still optimistic that our 
views will be received.” 
Frelingbuysen and other Re­ 
publicans say they want the bill 
changed, first, to eliminate what 
they caU a new federal agency 
of poverty, and, second, to aUot 
funds to the states and let them 
administer the program. 
These changes have been in­ 
corporated into a Republican biU 
introduced by Freiinghuysen. 
Committee RepubUcans met 
for more than two hours Mon­ 
day with Sargent Shriver, the 
man picked by President John­ 
son to administer the war on 
poverty. 
Freiinghuysen later told news 
men that Shriver 
had 
not 


changed the minds of the Re­ 
publicans “one iota.” 
Johnson’s biU, which would 
provide $963 million in fiscal 
1965 to fight poverty, would in­ 
clude a variety of programs: 
1. A job corps, work-training 
programs, and work-study pro­ 
grams for youth. 
2. Urban and rural community 


action programs. 
3. Loans and grants to combat 
poverty in rural areas. 
4. Loans to businesses to en 
courage employment and in­ 
vestment. 
5. Funds to stimulate states 
for experimental programs to 
help unemployed fathers get 
jobs.

Panama Poll 
Lead Shifts 
To Robles 


PANAMA (AP)—Official re­ 
turns from more than half the 
vote in Sunday’s presidential 
election gave a commanding 
lead today to government candi­ 
date Marco A. Robles, advocate 
of a tough policy toward Amer­ 
ican rights in the Panama Canal 
Zone. 
Electoral tribunal figures from 
704 of 1,144 precincts gave Ro­ 
bles 86,447 votes to 73,131 for Dr. 
Arnulfo Arias, a slight favorite 
before the election. 
About half the estimated 130,* 
OOO votes cast in Panama Prov­ 
ence, where Arias had his great­ 
est strength, were yet to be 
counted. It was believed the 
former president would have to 
take more than 70 per cent of 
the uncounted votes in thd capi­ 
tal province to win. 
Sullenness replaced die carni­ 
val atmosphere that had pre­ 
vailed in tho Arias camp. Some 
hinted at government manipula­ 
tion, claiming that the Electoral 
Tribunal gave Robles an early 
edge to provoke Arias followers 
into violence Then the National 
Guard could jail Arias and other 
leaders of his party. 
A Robles victory could portend 
difficulty for the United States 
in negotiations on the Panama 
Canal tieaty. Although all seven 
presidential candidates demand 
revision of the treaty and it was 
not an issue in the campaign, 
Arias 
was 
considered 
more 
sympathetic to the United States 
than Robles.

Agency Plans 
Probe into 
Hoffa Funds 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Labor Department prepared to­ 
day to dig into Teamsters Unum 
financial records to find out how 
much the union has paid in le­ 
gal expenses for its oft-indicted 
president, James R. Hoffa. 
“We are going into the vari­ 
ous cases involved,” said a 
spokesman for Secretary of La­ 
bor W. Willard Wirtz, who an­ 
nounced the unprecedented in­ 
vestigation Monday. 
Assistant Secretary of Labor 
James J. Reynolds said the in­ 
vestigation may take at least 
six weeks because of a maze of 
financial dealings between Hof­ 
fa and his various lawyers in a 
number of states. 
While the Labor Department 
has conducted thousands of in­ 
vestigations into the alleged im­ 
proper use of union funds, a 
source said the Hoffa case is the 
first involving the question of 
legal fees. 
The investigation, under the 
1959 Landrum-Griffin labor law, 
was viewed as another blow to 
ihe sorely beset Hoffa. Ha was 
recently 
sentenced 
to 
eight 
vears in prison on one federal 
charge, a decision he is appeal­ 
ing, and he is now on trial in 
Chicago on a charge of misus­ 
ing union funds. There are also 
increasing 
signs 
of 
unrest 
among his 1.7 million union 
members. 
The amount of Hoffa’s legal 
expenses has been estimated by 
labor sources from hundreds of 
thousands of dollars up to $1 
million. 


Rep. Cannon 
Dies at 85 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep 
Cannon, D-Mo., peppery guard­ 
ian of the U.S. pocketbook for 
decades, died today. He was 86. 
Dean of the House in years, 
he had been in Congress since 
1922, a member of the Appro­ 
priations Committee, and chair 
man of the group since 1941 ex­ 
cept for the periods 1946-48 and 
1952-54 when the RepubUcans 
were In control. 
In thai period he had presid­ 
ed over appropriation of more 
than a trillion dollars — more 
than any man in history. But 
he was proudest of the billions 
he had helped chop out of re­ 
quests. Rep. George Mahon, D- 
Tex., is in line to succeed Can­ 
non as chairman of the power­ 
ful committee. 
As a parUamentarian it was 
conceded Cannon was top man 
in the House. In fact he wrote 
most of the rules — “Cannon’s 
Procedure of th* House of Rep­ 
resentatives” is a legislative 
bible.

Viet Nam War's

SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP) - 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara arrived in Saigon 
today for a 36-hour visit and 
plunged into a series of heavily 
guarded 
conferences on the 
progress of the war in Viet 
Nam. 
McNamara raced from one 
conference to another in Am­ 
bassador Henry Cabot Lodge’s 
car, with flak jackets piled on 
the floor, on the seat and be­ 
hind his back for protection 
against 
Communist 
terrorist 
bullets, 
hand 
grenades 
and 
mines. 
He was accompanied every­ 
where by a motorcade of ve­ 
hicles bristling with police and 
a truck loaded with black-beret 
cd Special Forces soldiers, theii 
guns at the ready. 
U. S. and Vietnamese security 
were taking ne chances since 
discovery of a plot on McNa­ 
mara’s life. Viet Cong agents 
were caught Saturday night try­ 
ing to mine a bridge the secre­ 
tary was to cross. 
McNamara on his arrival con­ 
ferred for 
two 
hours 
with 
Lodge. Then, after a quick 
lunch at Lodge’s residence, he 
began a series of conferences 
with top U.S. military officials. 
Here for his fifth visit since 
the U.S. military buildup in 
South Viet Nam began more 
than two years ago, McNamara 
promised the United States will 
provide “whatever is required 
for however long it is required.” 
“During my brief stay here 
this time, we will review the 
progress 
achieved along the 
lines of the program laid out 
last March,” he said as he ar­ 
rived by plane from Bonn, 
Germany.

Rusk Seeks Aid 
On Trade Embargo 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP)—Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk warned the Western al­ 
lies today that Cuba is an ex­ 
plosive problem presenting the 
danger of another world-shak­ 
ing crisis. 
Rusk told the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization 
(NATO) 
Council that the United States 
is determined to continue aerial 
reconnaissance of Cuba. He de­ 
clared that any attempt by 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro to 
interfere could create a severe 
problem. 
Ie said he could see where 
it would be a serious matter 
for the other side as well, and 
pointed out a crisis could de 
velop into one as serious as the 
confrontation of October, 1962, 
over Soviet missiles in Cuba. 
The secretary was seeking 
NATO support for the U.S. 
trade embargo of the Comma 
nist island, a customer of such 
mujor American allies as Brit­ 
ain and France. 
Opening the three-day spring 
meeting of the NATO Council of 
Foreign Ministers, Rusk 
de­ 
clared that all Communist ag 
gresion must be eradicated to 
insure the security of the non 
Communist world. This 
ap­ 
peared to be a reference to 
South Viet Nam as well as 
Cuba. 
Rusk described a crisis over 
Cuba as one for the whole West 
era world not just for the Unit 
ed States. 
Washington, 
he explained, 
could not tolerate Castro’s et 
forts to subvert the rest of the 
hemisphere. Castro’ 
regime 
must be isolated 
politically, 
economically, socially and spir­ 
itually from the rest of the 
nemisfhere, he added.

They point to Wisconsin, far 
down the roll-call line, as a like­ 
ly source of Coldwater support 
in such 
circumstances. 
The 
.date’s 30 votes are pledged to 
Rep. John W. Byrns in a favor­ 
ite son holding operation. 
The calculations of the Cold­ 
water strategists are all built on 


the assumption that their man 
will bowl over New York Gov. 
Nelsor A Rockefeller in the Cal­ 
ifornia primary. 
They already have written off 
Oregon’s Friday primary as a 
loss, with the expectation that 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
will win that state’s 18 votes. 
The Coldwater strategists ex­ 
pect Lodge’s backers then to ap­ 
peal to tile supporters of Lodge 
and 'rfher potential candidates to 
vote for Reockefeller in Calif­ 
ornia in an effort to stop Cold­ 
water. 
Coalition moves of this nature 
haven’t been very successful in

The World Today 
By James Marlow 


WASHINGTON (A P)-NATO, 
born in peril, quivers in com­ 
fort. 
The foreign ministers of the 15 
m ember nations of the North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization meet 
at the Hague today to discuss 
their problems, of which they 
have plenty, and mostly of their 
own doing. 
They have splits just at a time 
when—because the Soviet Union 
is occupied by its split with Red 
China—they might be solidify­ 
ing themselves for the future. 
But NATO has had an uneasy 
history: fright created it and, 
when it wasn’t tormented by 
problems from the outside, it 
manufactured them from the in­ 
side. 
Scared by the fear of Soviet 
pawer — after the Communists 
u>ok over Czechoslovakia—Brit­ 
ain, France, Belgium, the Neth­ 
erlands and Luxembourg formed 
JiP alliance for mutual defense. 
They wanted the United States 
in, too. 


That was in March 1948, three 
months before Stalin tried to 
grab Berlin with a blockade. It 
took the United States a year to 
smash the blockade with an air­ 
lift. By then this country had de­ 
cided to cast its lot with Europe. 
NATO was formed April 4, 
1949. The United States had a 
marvelous protective umbrella 
over Western Europe then be­ 
cause it alone had the atomic 
bomb. 
This m eant the Allies’ ground 
troops could hold off a Soviet at­ 
tack, if it came, until American 
planes went to work with the 
bombs. 
This kind of thinking had to 
be altered for by August 1953, 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union both had nuclear bombs. 
But ground troops were still 
needed. 
It was agreed NATO would 
have 50 divisions for defense. 
But the United States was the 
only m em ber which ever lived 
i up fully to its commitments.

Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles had to 
warn the NATO members not to 
let themselves be weakened by 
this. 
NATO 
suffered 
an 
internal 
convulsion in 1956 when Britain 
and France, without telling its 
partners, invaded Egypt. The 
Russians jolted the West, but 
good, by warning they would hit 
Britain with missiles, although 
no one was sure the Soviet Un­ 
ion had missiles then. 
The United States turned on 
Britain and France, told them 
to quit in Egypt. They did. 
On May 31, 1958, De Gaulle 
returned to power as prem ier 
and within a month began dis­ 
mantling the unity of NATO by 
telling the United States France 
would make its own nuclear 
weapons. 
Then he had a new idea: that 
I he United States, Britain and 
France should be the bosses of 
NATO. The idea was a “ di­ 
rectorate.” The United States 
wouldn't 
buy 
it, 
saying 
this 
would mean less participation 
for the smaller countries. 
He went on from there until 
now, an president, with dream s 
of a tremendous France, he talks 
in term s of a Europe of “father­ 
lands,” a loose association of 
fully sovereign states as inde­ 
pendent of the United States as 
possible. 
Meanwhile, two other NATO 
partners have developed bitter 
ness to each other, Greece and 
Turkey, over the fighting in 
Cyprus. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk opposes the “fatherlands’1 
idea, insists on “Atlantic part 
nership.” 
It is against this background 
that the foreign ministers meet, 
consumed with their own splits 
at tile very moment when the 
Communist world is split.

o m y /’ writes a financial columnist, 
“neither has inflation now nor is like­ 
ly to have it in the foreseeable future.” 
This should be comforting for it would 
seem to mean that prices are reason­ 
ably stable and will continue to be so. 
Yet most people are apt to doubt 
such assurances. They know that they 
do not buy as much groceries or any­ 
thing else for $10 as they did five years 
ago, and they certainly do not expect 
to buy as much five years hence as 
they do today. Whether this fits into a 
definition of inflation or currency de­ 
valuation does not m atter. It has be­ 
come a fact of life. 
There are many argum ents about the 
causes of inflation. Thirty years ago, 
when the world was in the throes of de­ 
pression, most nations went off the gold 
standard. They cast away the anchor 
that had given their money a fixed 
stability. President Roosevelt decreed 
that the price of gold should be $35 an 
ounce, thus almost doubling it. 
This devalued both the U. S. and the 
Canadian dollar. 
Gold 
remains the 
same price today as it was 30 years 
ago and is practically the only com­ 
modity in the world that is. Almost ev­ 
erything, else has gone up by sev­ 
eral hundred per cent. 
Those were the days when, in a des­ 
perate effort to create scarcity, raise 
prices and provides jobs, every third 
row of cotton was plowed in, tens of 
thousands of pigs were 
slaughtered 
and buried, millions of acres of wheat 
land were returned to fallow, and in

the average motorist. He is supremely 
confident of his ability to get from here 
to there without a scratch (Look, I’ve 
been driving for 20 years, etc., etc.). 
Does this driver know that he is in 
greater danger on the road today than 
if he were in combat, or cleaning win­ 
dows 105 stories up in the Em pire State 
Building?

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Latin Am erica mountains of coffee 
beans were burned. 
Government compensation was paid 
to farm ers. In three years the U. S. 
Treasury poured out $9 billion in relief. 
The era of the government handout had 
arrived. The effects were not felt im­ 
mediately, but governments had got 
the bit in their teeth—they were learn­ 
ing to be big spenders and to pile up 
debts. 
The process gained steam as the 
economy came out of the down cycle 
into more prosperous days. The point 
of no return had been passed — poli­ 
tically — at a high clip. Deficits bud­ 
gets ceased to be disgraceful; t h e y 
became fashionable. 
Then cam e the 
war. Government 
s p e n d i n g reached fantastic figures. 
Government 
d e b t d passed beyond 
the comprehension of the individual. 
Birds, it is said, can count only to three. 
If there are five eggs in a nest and one 
is taken, they do not notice the loss. 
There are limitations, too, to an indi­ 
vidual’s ability to comprehend figures. 
The noughts on government budgets 
and national debts make little or no 
impact. 
It is more than a coincidence that 
money buys less 
when governments 
become bigger and bigger spenders. 
The chief engine of inflation is t h e gov­ 
ernment spending machine and while 
it continues at full steam it is rashly 
optimistic to believe that debts will not 
be contracted and that money in the 
future will buy as much as it does in 
the present.

RICHMOND, Va. (AP)—What 
ever happened to the hoboes I 
used to know as a kid? 
I haven’t seen an honest-to- 
goodness hobo in years. Appar­ 
ently in this age of prosperity 
they have been squeezed into 
employment. 
But to a kid in those first 
post-depression years they were 
everywhere. The railroad tracks 
were only a few blocks away 
and every freight train brought 
more of them to the Louisiana 
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bayou country where I grew up. 
Looking back. I suppose most 
of them were derelicts, bewild­ 
ered and abandoned, 
but in 
those days they seemed like 
soldiers of fortune. 
In old felt hats, knee-length 
coats and open-toed shoes, they 
had an aura of glamor. They 
came and went like the wind 
and every meal was a picnic 
around a camp fire. 
We had no sidewalk in front 
of our house on which to scrawl 
a 
sign, 
but the 
hoboes 
all 
seemed to know my mother was 
an easy mark. She was always 
good for a plate of scrambled 
eggs, bread and a cup or two 
of coffee. Sometimes I would sit 
beside one on the back steps and 
watch him wolf down the food. 
Dad had a brick yard along 
the tracks, and for a time it w as 
a hobo 
Hilton. 
There wasn’t 
much demand for bricks, and 
for months at a time its kilns 
stood empty. We used to play 
there, up the chimneys, down 
through the tunnels, and out 
again, yelling just to hear our 
echoes. 
The hoboes turned the kilns in 
to harbors from the wet and the 
cold—and perhaps too from the 
world. A knapsack tossed into a 
corner and a blanket on the 
floor and it was home until the 
wail of a train whistle called 
them on again. 
A few bricks made an excel­ 
lent hearth on which to set a 


battered pot. I pooled my nick­ 
els with the hoboes for a sack of 
beans and salt pork. Its odors 
filled our cavern, and nothing 
ever 
tasted 
better. 
We 
sat 
around the fire while the rain 
dripped outside and I heard em­ 
broidered tales of places that 
seemed to me like the Arabian 
Nights. 
I was especially envious of 
one ingenious fellow who fash­ 
ioned a home out of an aban­ 
doned auto. It sat under a 
weeping willow beside a brick 
pond filled with junk. 
It was a shell. The motor and 
wheels, even the fenders, were 
gone. He stripped it bare inside, 
then plastered the walls and 
chinked the holes with newspa­ 
pers to ward off the chill. From 
the junk heap he salvaged an 
old car seat and it was chair 
and bed. An upturned crate was 
a table. 
Later, long afterward, a gang 
of us braced ourselves against 
the willow and shoved the car 
into the pond. A little sadly, I 
watched it settle into the murk. 
They are gone nown and no 
hoot of a diesel will ever bring 
them back. Like our childhood, 
they are gone.

Can you imagine surviving an 
accident in w h i c h your car 
skidded off a mountain high­ 
way, plunged 60 feet into 
a 
canyon, hit a tree, and was com­ 
pletely demolished? 
That is exactly what happen­ 
ed recently, to a well - known 
singer. He and his wife were 
driving in a brand new sports 
car when this serious accident 
occurred. 
Not only did they survive, 
but they escaped with relatively 
little injury. H i g h w a y pat­ 
rolmen said that their lives were 
undoubtedly saved b e c a u s e 
they were wearing seat belts. 
This couple showed proper re­ 
spect for the potential danger 
of any road at any time. They 
were properly rewarded. 
Each year, 5,000 lives could 
be saved in the United States, 
and serious injuries could be re- 
d u c e d 
by one - third—with 
the use of automobile safety 
belts. 
These dramatic figures are 
issued by the National Safety 
Council and deserve the atten­ 
tion of every car owner in the 
world. 
The public has been far too 
slow in taking advantage of one 
of the greatest contributions to 
safety since the advent of the 
automobile. 
But not until the attachment 
of the belt will be as routine 
as closing the car d o o r will 
the National Safety 
Council’s 
projected figures of reduced cas­ 
ualties become a reality. 
To accomplish this, many peo­ 
ple feel that l e g a l measur 
es are necessary to enforce the 
use of seat belts. 
Educational campaigns have 
helped tremendously, of course, 
and there are thousands of fam­ 
ilies who w o u l d not consider 
starting their car before every­ 
one’s seat belt is secured. They 
know that if there is an acci­ 
dent, they have a good chance 
of escaping with no injury at 
ail. 
But what about the others, 
who keep putting off the pur­ 
chase of seat belts? Or the ones 
who have them, but neglect to 
use them? 
Nobody #would dream of tak 
ing a hot shower and then ly­ 
ing in a snow bank to catch 
pneumonia. Yet there are those 
who expose themselves just 'as 
needlessly to the possibility of 
painful, incapacitating accidents 
by r e f u s i n g the helpful pro 


tection of a seat belt. 
Parents can be a potent force 
in the seat belt campaign. They 
can make seat belts a “rn u s t 
rule” in the family car. They 
can insist that teenagers avail 
themselves of this protection, 
no matter how short the trip. 
Parents also can suggest safe­ 
ty education p r o g r a m s in 
high schools and in organized 
social groups. 
Just as parents would not deny 
their children the b e n e f i t of 
vaccination against polio, aso 
must they safeguard them from 
‘‘accident illness”.

ACCRA, Ghana (AP) — The 
world’s two biggest boxing bod­ 
ies said Sugar Ramos still is 
featherweight champion today, 
but angry words still swirled 
around the scene of his disputed 
battle with Floyd Robertson of 
Ghana.

World political tensions have 
claimed another victim — the 
famed “Chinese Bandits” of the 
Army football team. 
From now on, just call them 
‘Bandits.” 
That’s the official word from 
the 
U.S. 
Military 
Academy 
where a spokesman, who pre­ 
ferred anonymity, explained: 
“The term ‘Chinese Bandits’ 
was given to our football de­ 
fensive unit. It was intended to 
mean a tough bunch of guys. 
Also it gave the second team 
some dignity. 
‘But it had an undesirable in­ 
ternational 
connotation,

we’ve had some criticism ever 
since it started. You see there 
are different kinds of mean 
guys — good, mean guys and 
mean, mean guys.

Chiang Kai-shek or Chou En-lai. 
“We just decided that the 
word ‘Bandits’ was simpler,” 
said Coach Paul Dietzel, who 
said h“ got the inspiration for 
the ‘Chinese Bandits’ out of a 
comic strip 15 years ago. 
“We only intended that the 
team be known as ‘Bandits.’ It 
has nothing to do with the Chi­ 
nese.” He didn’t explain the 
chants and the coolie hats. 
This is not the first time nick­ 
names of athletic teams have 
been changed for political, or 
other, reasons. 
Right after World War II, 
when the Russians and Ameri­ 
cans were in a titanic struggle 
for world supremacy, the Cin- 
cnnati Reds baseball team de­ 
cided it best to change the name 
to “Rediegs.” Later, Premier 
Khrushchev got

friendly, and the name

changed back to “Reds.” The

Farrell Chalks 
4th Victory as 
Giants Fall 4-1

Anytime a pitcher comes up 
with a 4-1 record for the Hous­ 
ton Colts, he has to have some­ 
thing going for him. Dick Far­ 
rell, however, has an even more 
impressive statistic: He limited 
Willie Mays to l-for-4. 
The Colt right-hander, a hulk­ 
ing, 220-pounder, won his fourth 
game Monday night, pitching 
his eighth-place mates to a 4-1 
triumph over National League- 
leading San Francisco. 
He lowered his earned-ran 
average to a respectable 2.14, 
which is even more respectable 
when it is considered that all 
his decisions have been against 
the league’s tougher clubs: two 
victories over St. Louis, includ­ 
ing a four-hitter, and a win and 
loss to Los Angeles. 
And against the Giants, he al­ 
lowed streaking Willie a single 
his first time up, then retired 
him three times in a row, strik­ 
ing him out once with two men 
on base. This, of course, 
quite an accomplishment. 
Farrell, who was 14-13 with 
the ninth-place club last season, 
scattered IO hits about as effec­ 
tively as possible and got the 
benefit of some strange G i a n t 
base-running. 
Jesus Alou, leading off the 
first, singled, but was thrown 
out trying to make third on 
brother Matty’s single. Mays 
then singled, but Farrell pitched 
out of it. 
And in the fifth, Jesus doubled 
with one out and held up at 
third on Matty’s single. Mays 
struck out and Matty broke for 
second. The throw went to sec­ 
ond and Matty stopped. But Ne! 
lie Fox made a quick throw to 
third and Jesus was picked off 
for a weird double play. 
St. Louis edged Philadelphia 
3-2 and Cincinnati rallied for 
7-6 victory over Pittsburgh in 
the only other games on the 
short National League schedule.

Cleveland whipped Boston 11-7, 
Washington edged Baltimore 6-5 
and Los Angeles held off Kansas 
City 6-5. Chicago and the Twins 
were rained out of their game 
at Minnesota, the only other 
scheduled action. 
Pete Rose’s three-run homer 
in the eighth inning provided the 
Reds with their victory at Pitts­ 
burgh, even though the Pirates 
rallied for two in their half of 
the inning. 
Julian Javier’s seventh-inning 
homer drove in all the Cardinal 
runs and gave lefty Ray Sade 
just enough working room to 
make his six-hitter stand up.

form a nee Monday night as the 
Tribe whipped Boston 11-7. His 
record is now 2-1. 
Home runs by Fred Whitfield 
and Larry Brown accounted for 
seven Cleveland runs as the In­ 
dians snapped a four-game los­ 
ing streak and moved up a 
notch in the standings. 
The Tribe cracked Red Sox 
pitching for 15 hits and an 11-1 
lead, then survived a six-run, 
Boston rally with two out in the 
ninth. 
Whitfield hit a grand slam 
homer in the fifth and Brown 
connected with two aboard rn 
the eighth. 
The Indians have now hom- 
ered in seven straight games 
Shortstop Dick Dowser, who had 
two hits in five at-bats, has now

was 
904,828,000 
bushels 
compared with 1,019,570,000 for 
the 1958-62 average. 
No forecast was given for the 
spring wheat crop inasmuch as 
seedings are just being com­ 
pleted But the department has 
said that on the basis of pros­ 
pective plantings, a spring crop 
of 262 million bushels would be 
indicated. 
Thus a spring crop of 262 mil­ 
lion bushels plus today’s esti­ 
mate for winter wheat would 
give a total wheat production of 
1.275.445.00 
bushels. 
Produc­ 
tion last year was 1,137,641,000 
bushels compared with 1,225,- 
262.000 for the five-year aver­ 
age.
